“ I am surrounded by power 
lawnmowers. I feel like the last 
survivor of a race that once 
held the 
peace and quiet of 
home to be every man's just 


reward,” he said. 
Hullihan said he had launched 
his 
campaign 
with

knowledge it could bring the 
wrath of his neighbors down on 
his head. Already, his wife wa* 
miffed at him for the crusade, 
he said, disturbed by possible 
neighborhood gossip. 
So be it. The issue was too 
important to ignore. 
Hullihan said he was asking 
for support, not money. Sadly, 
he warned recruits they may be 
embarking on a lost cause, and 
probably wouldn’t be able to 
“accomplish much.”
